What does he do if it is? 
There are several telltale 
signs 
which 
accompany 
termite infestations. One of 
these signs is the swarm of 
adult reproductive termites 
which usually occurs in the 
spring 
Although the adult 
term ites them selves will 
probably not be observed, 
their discarded wings will be 
present in such places as 
window sills and on the floor 
beneath windows and doors. 
These 
adult 
term ites 
should not be confused with 
winged ants. 
The three 
separate 
body 
regions 
(head, 
thorax, 
and 
ab­ 
domen) of the ants are very 
distinct, but on the termite, 
the torax and abdomen are 
not distinctly separate. 
Another 
sign 
ac­ 
companying termites is the 
presence of earthen tubes 
running along foundations, 
pipes, brick veneer, interior 
walls, etc. The term ites 
travel through these tubes 
between the ground and the 
infested wood 
Proper 
inspection 
of 
a 
pier-and-beam 
type house 
requires 
the inspector to 
crawl under the house. Using 
a flashlight and some sharp 
object such as a screwdriver 
or an icepick, the inspector 
should 
check 
interior 
foundation walls for termite 
tubes and probe into the 
wood to check for termite 
feeding. 
Special attention should be 
paid to areas around por­ 
ches, 
drain 
pipes, 
extra­ 
damp places and anyplace 
where wood comes in con­ 
tact 
with 
the 
ground 
Inspections should be con­ 
ducted on a yearly basis. 
In houses with concrete 
slab foundations, 
termites 
can enter through the space 
behind brick veneer, through 
shrinkage 
cracks, 
around 


plumbing, expansion joints, 
etc In these cases, termite 
activity can generally only 
he 
detected 
in 
super­ 
structure such as 
ceiling 
joists, window casing, door 
jambs, and roof rafters 
Termite control is usually 
a very involved undertaking 
which 
requires 
special 
equipment 
A 
thorough 
knowledge 
of 
building 
construction is important to 
avoid damage to the building 
during treatment For these 
reasons, it is usually best to 
call on a reputable pest 
control operator to take care 
of termite problems 
Bew are of fly-by-night 
operations 
which 
come 
around 
peddling 
“ cheap’’ 
termite control 
To be ef 
fective, termite control must 
be done very thoroughly 
lf you are planning to build 
a new home, I strongly urge 
you to have the soil under the 
foundation pretreated for 
term ites 
This w ill save 
money later on, since it is 
much cheaper to treat for 
termites before the foun­ 
dation is laid than it is to 
treat after the house is built, 
especially in the case of slab

O'Brien,

Insurance Alliance, urged 
such changes in recent 
testimony before the New 
York Assembly Insurance 
Committee 
C h a i r m a n Donald S 
McNaughton of the huge 
Prudential Insurance Co of 
America told a 
federal 
judiciary conference for 
New 
Jersey at Princeton 
that the 24 present state no­ 
fault laws have become such 
a hopeless hodge-podge that 
the only way out 
is for 
Congress to adopt federal 
standards for nafault in 
surance and 
require 
the 
states to pass laws meeting 
these standards 
Both 
O'Brien 
and 
McNaughton centered their 
fire on the lack of adequate 
restrictions limiting the 
right to sue 
McNaughton 
said some states have no 
restrictions at all, and thus 
do not have genuine nofault 
laws. 
In others, the cash level 
for death and bodily injury 
claims above which a law 
suit can he brought, the sa 
called “ threshold,” is so low 
as to render the laws almost 
meaningless since so many 
claims are for more than the 
threshold amount 
O’Brien told the New York 
legislative committee that 
cash 
thresholds 
to 
bar 
lawsuits should be abolished 
entirely and replaced by 
requirements 
outlawing 
lawsuits except 
in death 
claims and 
for carefully 
defined serious injury. He 
said 
these 
“ verbal 
thresholds” appear to he the 
only way no-fault can live up 
to 
its , original 
aim 
of 
reducing 
auto 
accident 
lawsuits 
O’Brien said reform of na 
fault 
should 
include 
establishment of specific fee 
schedules for lawyers like 
those used in workman’s 
compensation 
cases 
for 
hospital, medical and other 
health care providers with 
penalties for those who over 
charge And he urged reform 
of the arbitration procedure 
O’Brien’s association 
is 
one of the two large in 
surance trade associations 
that have favored the no­ 
fault principle from the 
start. Two others have op 
posed it vigorously and still 
are opposing the adoption of 
federal no-fault standards 
McNaughton told the New 
Jersey judicial conference 
the expected benefits from 
no-fault of lower costs and 
elimination of delays and 
other abuses in settling 
accident claims have proved 
to be illusions. 
He said the dissimilarities 
in the state no-fault laws 
have led to countless con­ 
flicts that insurance com­ 
panies and the courts have 
great difficulty in resolving

Goose Replacing 
Urged In Bonn

BONN, West G erm any 
(UPI) — Overweight West 
Germans — an estimated 
half of the country — are 
being urged to eat turkey 
this Christmas instead of the 
traditional goose. 
If they ignore this advice 
of Bonn’s Consumer Society 
and stick to grandmother’s 
fatty recipes, they are being 
told that one way to fight 
weight problems is to climb 
25 flights of stairs daily. 
That 
seem s 
like 
a 
strenuous antidote that not 
too many people will adopt 
even if they could find that 
many stairs in a country 
where 
an 
eight-story 
building is considered a 
wolkenkratzer 
—skyscra­ 
per. 
But the recommendation 
— it has been tested by 
volunteers at the B ayer 
plant 
headquarters 
in

because they are designed 
for use by stock brokers, 
securities analysts and in­ 
vestors in stocks and bonds. 
Gould says his new ser­ 
vice. which he calls a Data 
Base for Am erican E nter­ 
prises, 
is designed as a 
m arketing evaluation

for all sorts of industries.
